Nobody ‘denies for 
a moment that President Truman 
had the right 10 act as he did act. 
It was recognised on ‘both sides 
of the Atlantic that “ lease-lend ” 
would be terminated with the 
termination - of the war against 
Japan.. - However’ democratic 
sympathy ‘with Great Britain may 
have entered into the question, 
the express purpose of the “ lease- 
lend ” system was to protect the 
United States;.and it was on that 
basis that it was introduced into, 
and approved by, the members of 
Congress, not all of whom — in 
1941 — had as much enthusiasm 
for the British cause as President 
Roosevelt had. The danger. to 
the United States is now at an 
end, and “lease-lend;” logically, 
no further raison d'etre 

Against that logic neither the 
— Parliament nor the British 
Press has raised a breath of com- 
| plaint. If they. have a complaint, 
it is against the abruptness of the 
system’s terminating. Most people 


lulled themselves into the hope— 
that it would. not be suspended 
without an interim period, during 
which Britain might. accustom 
herself to the*-new conditions. 
Instead, the suspension came like 
a thunderbolt. Not merely were 
Great Britain and the other bene- 
ficiaries informed, as it were, 
overnight, that in future they 
must pay hard cash for any 
goods from the United States, but 
even goods actually ordered and 
in transit would bé subject to the 
same necessity. It is little wonder 
that uneasy suspicions have been 
rife--—— chiefly, the whisper that 
President Truman - has acted at 
the dictation. of: Wall street, with 
the particular purpose of creating 
embarrassment to  Britain’s 
Labour Government. In such 
circumstances, one can appreciate 
the warning by Mr. Churchill— 
who, th6ugh once again the 


patriot in excelsis — against the 
providing of any possible occa- 
sion for the use of- harsh or 
thoughtless words that might 
create a strain between the two 
1] great democracies. 

Britain's. position is, indeed, 
grave. Shessimply does not pos- 
sess the dollars which are neces- 
sary to. buy her enormous 


States. Such as she had were 
spent on munitions under the 
“cash-and-carry” arrangement 
that existed before “ lease-lend,” 
and she has had little opportu- 
nity to build up o new stock since 
then. It is true that the United 
States Government realises the 
difficulty, and has offered Britain 
and the other one-time benefi- 
ciaries of “lease-lend” the equi- 
valent of a substantial loan, as 
well as the assurance of 30-year 
credits at what seems to be a 
moderate rate of interest. Those 
concessions, however, are a 
meagre substitute for the “ pipe- 
line” which has now been 
closed. The £750,000,000 in 
dollars that have been offered 
from. the Import. and Export 
Bank will not go far to satisfy 
Britain’s needs—which, let it. be 
understood, involve the needs of 
a great part of Europe. The 
loan: proposals are reasonable on 
the surface, but it is pointed out 
that, if Britain, can afford to take 
advantage of them, she will be 
compelled to sacrifice much of 
the elaborate programme of post- 
war reconstruction which is con- 
templated by her new Govern- 
ment. Be that as it’ may, the 
immediate certainty is that. her 
people must .tighten- their belts 
for,/at least, another winter. They 
have ‘ promised food to the 
starving -Continent, and  self- 
interest, as. well as humanity, 
demands that the promise shall 
be kept.. There will be, in the 
circumstances, no question of an 
increase of rations, or of clothing
